As no men fight more deſpe- 
rately than Cowards when they cannot flie, as 
the Hiſtorian noteth ®* of C».Piſs a Confederate of 
Cataline,that by poverty he became deſperate,and: 
thereby emboldened unto that attempt, wherein 
he might either riſe by the ruine of others (ha- 
ving neither merir nor Hope to riſe by their fa- 
vours) or at leaſt not be ruined without compa- 
ny. b As that which ſhakes a Tree, doth often 
ſerve to ſettle and faſten it : So many times dan= 
| gers and© extremities doe excite ſtrength, as in 

the height of a Feaver or Frenzic, men ſhew more 
| irength and agility of body, than in their perfe-

This one AR it is which 
hath ſe eften confuted that Opinion of .9r:/forle 


Darkneſle of the Grave, before the grifly Þace of 


keeps all always Sentinell in amans Soulzand like | 


ence an Eye to looke in ſecret on whatſoever we' 
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Inviſible and Illegible, like letters written with 
the juice of Lemmon, when it is brought tothe 
fire of Gods judgement,will be meſt cleare, And 
for the next (if we obſerve it) there is nothing ſo 
much faſtened in the Memory , as that which 
Conſcience writes : all her Cenſures are written 
with Indeleable CharaRers, never to be blotted 
out. All or moſt of our Knowledge forſakes us in 
our Deaths 3 Wit, Acuteneſle, varicty of Lan- 


| guage, habits of Sciences 3 our Arts, Policies, 


[nventions, all have their period and fate : only 
thoſe things which Conſcience imprinteth, ſha}l 


| be ſo far from firding any thing in death to obli- 


turate and raze them out, that they ſhall be there- 
by much mare manifeſt; whether they be impreſ- 
fions of Peace or Horrour. The Teſtimonies of 
Comfort (if true) are faſtened in the Heart with
